We believe in using seat belts while driving or riding in an 
automobile. During the past month or so we have read news 
reports, wreck reports or happened upon accident scenes 
where people were killed or injured for life after being thrown 
around or out of their vehicle because they were not wearing 
seat belts. We have a glaring vision of the young mother, 
thrown from her car and crushed as it rolled over her, and the 
thought that her two beautiful children will not have the 
benefit of her lovely, bubbling personaltiy to guide them 
during their formative years; nor will she be around to enjoy 
watching them maturs into adults. The old reason (excuse) of 
not wanting to be strapped in after a wreck is countered by 
the state trooper retiring after a career of patrolling heavily 
traveled major northern highways when he notes he has 
NEVER had to unbuckle the seat belt of a person killed in an 
accident. Buckle up parents and set a good example for your 
children. 


We have some opinions about the much-publicized incident ir 
Montgomery where two police officers were beaten allegedly 
by a group of Blacks from ‘‘up North.’’ Even accepting the 
contention that those arrested after the incident were treatec 
roughly by arresting officers, that still doesn’t justify the 
beating of ANY fellow human. Any time we have such at 
incident involving more than one race (either way), there is 
the obvious potential to throw up a smoke screen around the 
facts with cries of discrimination. We don’t expect this to 
disappear in our lifetime, but since we know there will always 
be those looking for a cause to rally around, why not do the 
obvious and assign at least one officer of the same race to 
transport suspected law violators in explosive situations, 

«much as we automatically try to assign females to escort and 
search female prisoners. This won't do away with crime, but 
it will allow us to concentrate on the original crime and avoid 
the smoke screen (or secondary crime).

Sen. Denton Hopeful That 


Justice Dept. Wiil Help State

Senator Jeremiah Denton (R-Alabama) said recently that 
he is disappointed at the Justice Department's decision not to 
support Alabama's school prayer law, but ‘I remain 
optimistic that the Administration will intervene at a later 
stage in the legal process.”’ 

Attorney General William French Smith decided not to 
intervene in the case at this time, reportedly overruling the 
recommendation of some subordinates. The decision was 
made during the weekend at a meeting of Justice Department 
officials. 

Said Denton, ‘I asked that the Justice Department 
intervene on the side of the State of Alabama. The President 
has long supported voluntary school prayer, and this case 
could be used to establish that the Constitution does not 
prohibit the voluntary exercise of religious freedom at a 
public school or anywhere else."’ 

Senator Denton made the request for Justice Department 
support during a White House meeting February 16 with 
Edwin Meese III, Counsellor to the President. Also present 
were Senators Charles Grassley (R-lowa), Jesse Helms 
(R-North Carolina), and Don Nickles (R-Oklahoma). 

“I was hopeful that the Justice Department would 
recognize the validity of Judge Hand’s interpretation of the 
Constitution,’’ the Alabama Senator said. ‘I am disappoint- 
ed that the attorney general has overruled the recommenda- 
tion that a brief be filed to support Alabama in this case. 

‘‘As | understand it, the attorney general believes that the 
Justice Department should not support the portion of Judge 
Hand's ruling that would overturn previous Supreme Court 
decisions on the 14th Amendment,"’ said Denton. 

“There is a good chance that, after the case is remanded 
to Judge Hand and he has an opportunity to rule solely on the 
First Amendment aspect of the case, the Justice Department 
will be in a position to support him. 

‘*Part of Judge Hand's earlier decision was his discussion 
of the ‘establishment clause’ of the First Amendment. He 
correctly stated that the Alabama school prayer law does not 
in any way establish a religion but merely allows the free 
exercise of all religions. I believe that the Justice Department 
will be able to support that aspect of the Hand decision,” 
Denton said. 

The school prayer law was approved last year by the state 
legislature at the request of then-Governor Fob James. 

Last month, U.S. District Judge W. Brevard Hand 
dismissed suits challenging the constitutionality of the 
Alabama law. Earlier this month, U.S. Supreme Court 


Justice Lewis F, Powell Jr. prohibited teachers from following 
the new law until the 11th Circuit Court of Appeals can rule in 
the case.

CPR Topic Of Demonstration

Rev. Terry Gunnells, 
pastor of the Church of 
Christ in .Elba, recently 
visited Z.C. Elementary 


School where he demonstrat- 
ed the functions of the 
Rescue Squad to the sixth 
grade class as a supplement 
to their Health and First Aid 
course. 

Rey. Gunnells began by 
stating the ABC’s of the 
Rescue Squad. The A stands 
for airway, when a person in 
unconscious, a rescuer must 
first check the airway to see 
if it is blocked and, clear it if 
possible. The B stands for 
breathing, a rescuer must 
next check for breathing, if 
the victim is not breathing, 
the rescuer must begin 
artificial respiration. The C 
stands for circulation, the 
rescuer must check for’ pulse, 
he must begin CPR to restore 
the pulse. 

CPR (Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation), the artificial 
reviving of the heart and 
lungs until they can function 
on their own, was demon- 
strated by Rev. Gunnells. 
CPR is used on many heart 
attack victims when the 
respiratory system has 
stopped functioning. 

According to Rev. 
Gunnells heart attack is 
caused by a number of 
things. Smoking, drinking, 
and not enough exercise are 
some of the main causes of 
heart attack. Hypertension, 
which is hereditary, can also 
cause heart attack. 

There are also a_ few 
precautions a person can 
take to prevent heart attack.

Rey. Gunnells also 
discussed how to treat a 
choking victim. A rescuer 


must first establish the 
victim’s level of conscious- 
ness. If he is conscious and 
can’t speak or cough and is 
clutching his throat, a 
rescuer may use three 
different methods to remove 
the obstruction in the airway. 
The rescuer must first 
administer four sharp blows 


to the back just above the 
middle of the shoulder 
blades. If this doesn't 
succeed in removing the 
object, he will administer 
abdominal thrusts. Finally, 
the rescurer will do a finger 
sweep of the mouth to 
dislodge the object. 

Along with these 
demonstrations, Rev. 
Gunnells also explained the 
uses of certain items in the 
Rescue Squad such as a 
blood pressure gauge, an air 
splint, etc.

Alison Maddox, _ state 
FHA officer, Elsie Hilton, 
local advisor, and Virginia 
Medders, district advisor, 
traveled to Hamilton, 
Alabama on February 24 and 
25 to attend a Future Home- 
makers of America 
workshop. 

Alison conducted three 
“Student Body’’ workshops 
which included topics on 
nutritional foods, aerobic 
dancing, and diets. She 
discussed three topics in 
zeneral and answered 
questions concerning 
teenagers and their body. 

The workshop started off 
with a ‘‘get-to-know-each- 
other’’ session. Each 
student would throw a ball of 
yarn to someone and they 
would have to stand up and 
tell their name, what school 
they were from, a little bit 
about themselves, and their 
favorite ‘‘junk food’’ snack 
on a ‘Wall of Shame’’ 
poster. This went over well 
because the students were 
astounded at how many 
calories were in their snacks. 

Alison passed out a work- 


sheet called ‘Glorious 
Foods’’ that had over 30 
different kinds of foods 


printed onit. The girls were 
told to (a) circle the foods on 
the list that they like to eat. 
(b) draw a box around the 
foods on the list they won't 
eat. (c) put an ‘‘X’’ on the 
foods on the list that are good 
for them and (d) write 
favorite foods not included in 
the list in a space provided 
on the sheet. 

The highlight of the work- 
shop was a ‘‘get comfort- 
able’’ session. This included 
an aerobic dancing routine. 
The girls were shown first 
what exercise they were to 
do, then it was put to music 
to form the routine they did. 


Pamphlets were passed out 
on the warming up and 
cooling off exercises included 
in aerobics. 

To conclude the 
workshop, a ‘‘value voting’’ 
questionaire was given to the 
participants. This activity 
helped elicit responses and 
encourage students to take a 
stand on what they believe is 
right. The voter had five 
alternatives: (1) A raised 
arm with a thumb up 
indicated being in favor of an 
idea.
